WHEREAS, Governor Bill Lee has appointed Chris Patterson of Shelby County to the
board of trustees of the University of Tennessee to a term that expires on June 30, 2026; and
WHEREAS, Mr. Patterson is the managing partner of Wiseman Bray PLLC, where he
